for a nominal sum are a trip through 
the Cave of the Winds under the Amer- 
ican Falls, Maid of the Mist steamer 
trip at the foot of both Falls, Table 
Rock under the Horsehoe Falls, Aero- 
car over the Whirlpool Rapids, incline 
to the foot of the Whirlpool Rapids, 
and a trip by Electric Belt Line for a 
distance of twenty miles up and down 
each side of the gorge. To attempt to 
describe this ride is but to admit one’s 
lack of words. The car threads its very 
safe, but wonderful way, along the wa- 
ter’s edge at the foot of the rocky cliff; 
and as the tumbling, tossing waters roll 
toward one, he realizes more keenly the 
enormous force and the overwhelming 
power of this river of rivers. Running 
along the very brink of the cliff for a 
distance of nine miles, one has almost 
a bird’s-eye view of this great master- 
piece of nature. The trip includes the 
beautiful Niagara Glen; Brock’s Monu- 


ment, some 200 feet high; Queenston 
‘Heights, where a beautiful view is ob- 
tained of Lake Ontario and the beauti- 
ful farms and fruit orchards along its 
banks; the Devil’s Hole, so interesting 
in history; the Whirlpool Rapids with 
waves dashing mountains high and 
plunging fathoms deep where the tur- 
bulent waters seem to be going in every 
direction, where enormous rocks appear 
and disappear and where we see a bit 
of nature in all her primitive grandeur. 

The visitor to Niagata is sure to also 
become interested in its history. The 
past speaks to him from every -point. 
Some of the most interesting of these 
spots are Fort Niagara erected in 1762, 
having served under three flags— 
French, British and American in the 
order named; Niagara-on-the-lake; 
Father Hennipin Rock (named for the 
first white man to view the falls) ; Chip- 
pewa battlefield, site of the building of 
the first shop of the white man; the 
Griffon, built by La Salle in 1679, to 
sail to upper lakes; and many others. 

Garbed in the ice and snow of winter 
the points described offer an equally 
beautiful spectacle, and at night the 
frozen falls bathed in the soft radiance 
of scintillating colors from the huge 
searchlights become a fairyland of 
wonders. 

Many visitors are interested in seeing 
a million or more of the “Six Million 
Wild Horses” harnessed in the great 
power plants which are open to inspec- 
tion, as are a number of the great in- 
dustrial plants which the electric 
power has made possible. A trip to 
Niagara means a trip that will never be 
forgotten.

Among the important manufactures 
are cordage; rope and twine; agricul- 
tural implements; oil engines; shoes; 
carpets and rugs; drop forgings; cellu- 
loid specialties; lubricating devices; 
wagons; canned goods; and woolen tex- 
tiles. A considerable foreign popula- 
tion is employed, especially Italian, 
Polish, Irish and English. 

General Wm. H. Seward, Lincoln’s 
Secretary of State, lived here, and 
bronze statue stands in his honor. 

Points of interest: Seward’s Park an 
Mansion on South St.; Fort Hill Ceme- 
tery in which are the ruins of Fort 
Alleghon, a prehistoric Indian fortress, 
crowned by the Logan monument; Au- 
burn Theological Seminary and its Wil- 
lard Chapel, recognized as a gem f 
architecture and decorative art; the 
State Prison; and Lakeside Park at the 
foot of Owasco Lake, two miles from 
the city.

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The foreign population is diversified 
and relatively small for an industrial 
city, the larger numbers being Italian, 
Irish and German born. 

Elmira was settled by Capt. Hendz 
in 1788, the Indian name being “Kana- 
weola.” Four miles east of the city, on 
the Lowman road, occurred the Revo- 
lutionary Battle of Newton, Aug. 29, 
1779. This was the major engagement 
of General John Sullivan’s expedition 
which destroyed forever the Iroquois 
Confederacy, also called the Six Na- 
tions. A monument to Gen. Sullivan 
stands in Sullivan Park. 

A federal prison camp was located 
here in the Civil War, and over a thou- 
sand Confederate prisoners are buried 
in a plot in Woodlawn Cemetery. 

Elmira is the seat of Elmira College 
(for women), and of the first New York 
State Reformatory. 

The former home of Mark Twain, 
Quarry Farms, is on a hill overlooking 
the city. Here many of his most famous 
works were written. His grave is in 
Woodlawn Cemetery.

Glens Falls was first established by 
Abraham Wing and a group of fellow 
Quakers. Located on the old Indian and 
Military route from Lake George to 
Albany and New York, the town was

The Indian name was “Chepontuc’,

A residential city, historic and pic- 
turesque. It was settled by the Dutch 
under Peter Stuyvesant prior to 1652, 
and twice burned by the Indians. It was 
the first capital of the State of New 
York, and the first state constitution 
was adopted here and George Clinton 
inaugurated as the first governor. Dur- 
ing the Revolution the town was again 
burned, this time by the British, in Oc- 
tober 1777. 

Several shirt and cigar factories are 
located here and other manufactures in- 
clude cement, lumber, bricks and lace 
curtains. A small percentage of foreign 
labor is made up principally of Ger- 
mans, Russians, Irish and Italians. 

Of local interest: The Senate House, 
birthplace of constitutional government 
in New York State, containing a large 
collection of Revolutionary relics; 
Academy Green, a former meeting place 
of Indian chiefs where treaties for the 
termination of the Indian wars were 
negotiated; Ulster County Court House, 
site of the inauguration of the first Gov- 
ernor; Kingston Point Park, a favorite 
excursion resort. 

few miles west of Kingston, and 
encircled by a state road, is the great 
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Ashokan Reservoir, the largest artificial 
body of water east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains.

Originally settled by the Palatine 
Dutch who colonized the Mohawk val- 
ley as far as Ilion. The name “Little 
Falls” originated from the low falls 
here, the “big falls” being at Cohoes. 
In colonial days a grist mill was built 
at the falls and later a saw mill, and the 
place was a camping spot for travelers 
to and from the west and the St. Law- 
rence, and frequently raided by the In- 
dians.

“Mighty Cataracts.” Here a surging, 
turbulent mass of sparkling water, the 
outlet of four great inland seas, drops 
nearly two hundred feet from its brink 
to the level of the river below, then 
forming a whirling mass of foam, spray 
and water as it journeys on its seven- 
mile trip through the narrow gorge, 
spreading out at its end into a wide and 
tranquil river for the remaining five 
miles before it empties into Lake On- 
tario. 

The Niagara River, only thirty-seven 
miles in length, makes a total drop of 
three hundred and twenty-six feet be-

tween Lake Erie and Lake Ontario, the 
drop at the Falls being one hundred 
and sixty-seven feet; that of the Upper 
Rapids forty-nine feet and that of the 
Whirlpool Rapids ninety-nine feet. 
Thus, in a distance of less than eight 
miles the fall is three hundred and fif- 
teen feet. One million cubic feet of 
water go over the Falls every five sec- 
onds. 

It is the paradise of the auto tourist.

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allied Indian tribes. They were re- 
captured by the British two years later 
and held by them, except for a few 
months during the Revolution, until 
1796, when Fort Ontario was the last 
frontier post to be surrendered to the 
United States under the Jay treaty. 

Sir William Johnson (see Johnstown) 
made Oswego headquarters for six 
months in 1767. During this time he 
held council with Pontiac and Indian 
sachems, and consummated a treaty that 
had much influence during the Revolu- 
tion. 

This is also the point from which 
General Ambherst, with 10,000 men, 
started to meet Wolfe at Quebec. : 

Oswego was captured by a British 
fleet in the War of 1812, and the forti- 
fication and shipping destroyed, resi- 
dents of the city being taken as hos- 
tages. Fort Ontario, twice rebuilt since 
that time, is now a modern infantry 
post. The old masonry fortification 
may still be seen, and from there an 
excellent view of the waterfront and of 
the city may be secured. 

Of interest: Fort Ontario and old 
fortifications, Ruins of Fort Oswego 
and Fort Pepperrell, Montcalm Park 
and relics, canal terminals, state grain 
elevator (top 197 feet above the lake), 
scenes along Oswego River and Bluffs 
overlooking the lake, U. S. Coast Guard 
Station, Oswego State Normal School.

World War. The Plattsburg Barracks 
are still an important army post. 
Industries: Pulp, paper, wall paper, 
generation and distribution of hydro 
electric power, D. & H: Railroad re- 
pair shops, foundry and machine work, 
lumber, milling, creameries, and others. 
Fifteen miles south is the famous 
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Ausable Chasm. (See illustration be- 
low.) 

The Battle of Plattsburg was fought 
on Cumberland Bay before the city in 
1814. This was the last naval engage- 
ment ever fought between English 
speaking peoples, and resulted in a de- 
cisive victory for the American forces 
under Commodore MacDonough. The 
first shot of the battle was directed 
against Fort Izard on Cumberland 
Head, the walls of which are still stand- 
ing. In the Delord House on Cumber- 
land Avenue may be seen a collection 
of implements of war used at that time, 
and many other choice relics of Colonial 
days.

Rome is located on the original car- 
rying place between the Mohawk River 
and Wood Creek, which empties into 
Lake Ontario by the way of Lake 
Oneida and the Oswego River.

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During the French and Indian War, 
Fort Bull, just west of Rome, was taken 
by the French in 1756, and almost the 
entire garrison put to the sword. The 
site is now marked by a stone monu- 
ment, and it is still possible to trace the 
ditch of the fort. 

In August, 1777, Fort Stanwix, on the 
present site of Rome, was besieged by 
the British. It is claimed that at this

time the stars and stripes were first — 


displayed to an enemy in battle. 

Six miles east of Rome is the Oris- 
kany battlefield, marked by a large 
monument. This battle was fought by 
General Herkimer in his unsuccessful 
attempt to relieve Fort Stanwix. The 
fort was afterwards relieved by General 
Arnold. The site of Fort Stanwix is in- 
dicated today by a cannon at each of 
its four bastions. 

Points of interest are the Rome- 
Boonville Gorge, the Fish Hatchery, 
and the Delta Dam and Lake (see map 
page 19, line H),—all north of the city; 
Sylvan Beach, on Oneida Lake eighteen

ENTERING CANADA 


Tourists entering Canada must stop 
and report at the United States Cus- 
toms and Immigration Offices and the 
Canadian Customs and Immigration 
Offices. At most points the Customs 
Office and the Immigration Office are 
in the same building, but not always, 
so that more than two stops may be 
necessary. 

A registration for operation of the 
car while. in Canada is secured at the 
Customs Office, and is turned in again 
when reentering the United States. 
Presentation of your automobile regis- 
tration certificate is not required, but 
is usually called for by the officers, as 
it gives the necessary information for 
making out the customs certificate with 
less bother and a saving of time, and 
consequently it is well to have your 
automobile registration certificate handy 
for examination. 

Persons carrying any articles into 
Canada other than personal effects 
must file a declaration on a form pro- 
vided by the officers for that purpose. 
A 25¢ revenue stamp is required for a 





declaration of articles up to $100.00, 50¢ 
to $500.00. The customs officers usually 
have stamps, or will accept the money 
for them and get the stamps at the 
post office, to save time, or the declara- 
tion can be made out, proper stamps 
affixed, etc., at any post office before 
leaving home. The Canadian customs 
officers use their judgment in the mat- 
ter of sometimes passing small articles. 

United States citizens returning from 
Canada are permitted to bring in arti- 
cles duty free up to a total value of 
$100.00, but a written declaration of 
the articles is required if their value 
equals or exceeds $25.00. 

Each occupant of a car makes his 
own declaration. The owner, or in the 
owner’s absence the driver of the car, 
secures the registration of the car. 

It is necessary to show identification 
and citizenship papers to the immigra- 
tion officer, such as birth certificate or 
naturalization papers. Travelers who 
have not provided themselves in ad- 
vance with these papers will find other 
papers useful, such as a letter from the 
town or city clerk stating that a person 
is a voter, tax receipts, hunting and 
fishing licenses, operator’s licenses, or 
similar identification papers. 

The new law of July, 1924, made 
strict regulations, and if an officer is 
in doubt as to whether or not a person 
is a citizen, it is up to that person to 
prove it. 


CANADIANS ENTERING THE 
UNITED STATES 


Exactly. the same formalities are 
gone through as described above for 
citizens of the United States traveling 
into Canada, with the exception that 
the Canadian customs regulations do 
not provide for exemption of duty on 
articles purchased in the United States 
up to $100.00 in value, as the United 
States customs regulations do for arti- 
cles purchased in Canada. However, 
the Canadian officials exercise their 
judgment in this matter, sometimes 
passing small purchases.

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PREFACE 


The series of maps contained in this volume has been built up and 
perfected over a long period of years. In preparing them, no effort or 
expense has been spared in striving for completeness and accuracy. The 
observing user of these maps will quickly recognize that they represent 
a labor of love, and not simply an effort at money making. 


As these maps show a vast amount of detail not shown on ordinary 
maps, the labor of preparation and the possibilities for error have been 
thousands of times greater than on an ordinary “road map” or “guide 
book.” Such publications usually confine their attention to main tra- 
veled routes, a simple and inexpensive proposition compared to the 
preparation of maps of such detail as those contained within the covers 
of this book. 


_ It is inevitable that in so tremendous an undertaking errors will 
occur. It is not the absence of error, a condition which can never be 
achieved in map making, but the remarkably small percentage of errors 
compared with other publications that is noteworthy in National Survey 
publications. 


Whenever an inaccuracy or an omission is discovered by the user 
of this book, the publishers will count it a favor to have the matter 
brought to their attention, and particularly request that in such cases as 
definite and specific information be furnished as possible, to make an 
immediate investigation and correction of the error possible. While 
over a thousand local officials have checked over the maps for their 
various districts and co-operated with us in the accumulation of data in 
this particular volume, a work of so large a magnitude never becomes 
perfected to such a point that additional revisions may not be made to 


good advantage. 


A word of explanation regarding the cost of preparing these maps 
is pertinent, because we find that some customers are momentarily de- 
ceived as to value by the relatively small size of this book of maps com- 
pared with the thickness of guide books containing printed running 
directions. The cost of preparing typed running directions over main 
routes is trifling compared with the cost of preparing complete detailed 
maps of scientific accuracy which cover everything and serve a man 
equally well when he is off on a detour or back in the wilds on a fishing 


trip. 


These maps are lithégraphed in colors, and as each color has to be 
printed from a different plate as a separate operation, this adds greatly 
to the cost. Every effort has been made to keep the bulk of these vol- 
umes down, and therein lies one of the great advantages of maps over 
running directions, in that they give more complete and detailed infor- 
mation in a much more portable and compact form. 


The publishers wish particularly to call to the attention of the pur- 
chasers of this volume the fact that the purchase price does not repre- 
sent simply paper, printing and binding, which were a comparatively 
small item in the total cost of preparation of this book. By far the 
larger proportion of the price paid for these maps is paid for service, 
or, in other words, for the professional services and expense involved 
in making the maps and in keeping them constantly revised and up to 
date. The cost of this service would be many times the sale price of 
the maps were it not for the fact that by unique methods of distribution, 
resulting in very large editions, the cost of this service is distributed 
among so many customers as to make it fall lightly upon each. 


In order to secure this large distribution we do not depend upon 
ordinary retail channels, alone, but make a systematic man-to-man can- 
vass throughout the entire area covered by the maps. This work 1s 
carried on by a body of especially trained men who work on a combined 
salary and commission basis in exclusive territory. It 1s composed 
largely of college students who work during their vacations, but as the 
sales force is constantly enlarging there is usually an opportunity for 
other men who are suitably qualified. These men receive a thorough 
training at the hands of experienced salesmen, they operate under the 
field management of an experienced salesman during their first season, 
and at all times are under the direct management of a trained executive 
in the office.

Map pages are arranged in grids, like a checker board, and 
are numbered from left to right and down the page. 


To find a map page of a given area, the general location of 
which is known to you, refer to the key map pasted into the 
front cover. The numbered rectangles give the areas covered by 
each map page. The large number in the center of each rectan- 
gle is the number of the map page for that area. 


To find a place on the map, refer to the alphabetical section 
immediately following. . It will give you the map page number 
and the position on the page, directly following the town name. 


To find the map of an area north, south, east or west of a 
particular page, do not bother even to refer to the key map. The 
numbers of map pages for adjoining areas are always given on 
the margin of the map page.

tribute of two hundred dollars in gold 
or five hundred dollars in greenbacks. 
This being refused the place was fired 
upon and two-thirds of the town 
burned, including the railroad station, 
machine shop and several trains of 
loaded cars, destroying 5,000 muskets 
and a large amount of clothing. The 
loss was estimated at $1,000,000.00.

ERIE, PENNSYLVANIA 





Erie was the last fort west of Ni- 
agara to be surrendered to the United 
States after the Revolution, not being 
occupied until 1795. The timbers used 
in the construction of Commodore Per- 
ry’s fleet, victorious in the Battle of 
Lake Erie, Sept. 10, 1813, were all 
sawed in Erie. Following the declara- 


_tion of peace with England, the fleet 


was sunk in Misery Bay, an inlet of 
Presque Isle Peninsula. “The Niagara”, 
Perry’s flagship, has since been raised, 
rebuilt, and anchored in’ the harbor, 
where it is annually visited by thou- 
sands. A replica of the block house 
which once protected the port has been 
erected on the site of the old fort, 
where Gen. “Mad” Anthony Wayne 
died in 1796, on the grounds of the

present Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home 
(foot of Ash Street). The first iron 
battleship on the Great Lakes, the 
“Wolverine”, was built at Erie, and is 
in use as a U. S. naval training ship. 
The iron plates, made in Pittsburgh, 
were hauled overland by oxen.

Peninsula; Perry’s flagship, “The Ni- 
agara”; U. S. training ship, “Wolver- 
ine’; Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home and 
Park and Block House; all described 
above.

In Sept., 1777, the city was occupied 
by the British and the Continental Con- 
gress fled to York, holding one session 
in Lancaster, en route, remaining in 
session in York until June 27, 1778.

signal and safety devices, fire brick, 
white lead, and many other products. 
The output of iron and steel, and of 
the steel works, rolling mills and blast 
furnaces, far exceed all other indus- 
tries, combined. Foundry and machine 
shop products; slaughtering and meat 
packing; bread and bakery products; 
pickles, preserves, and sauces are also 
extensive industries. 

There are 350 coal mines in the Pitts- 
burgh district, which are said to pro- 
duce over 40 per cent of the entire bi- 
tuminous coal output of the nation, and 
over half of the coke. 

Pittsburgh has the largest per capita 
wealth of any city in the United States. 
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Union Arcade Building, Pittsburgh, Pa. 


It is a center for both rail and river 
transportation, the freight tonnage on 
its rivers reaching enormous propor- 
tions. 

Pittsburgh owes its location to the 
strategic importance of the confluence 
of the Allegheny and Monongahela 
Rivers, which unite to form the Ohio 
River. Here the French erected a fort 
in 1754, and named it Duquesne. Twice 
the British attempted to capture it, but 
were defeated, once in 1755, and again 
in Oct., 1757. The third attempt was 
successful. The fort, which was blown 
up, when evacuated, was rebuilt and re- 
named Fort Pitt. About this, Pittsburgh 
was laid out in 1764. 

Pittsburgh has 26 public parks. The 
largest, Schenley Park, covers over 400 
acres. At its entrance are the buildings 
of Carnegie Institute and the Phipps 
Conservatory. At Riverview Park is 
the Allegheny Observatory which has 
a world-wide reputation through the 
experiments in aeronautics carried on 
there by Professor Samuel P. Langley. 
Highland Park, in the north-eastern 
section, contains the Zoological Gar- 
dens. 

Pittsburgh is noted for its fine edu- 
cational buildings. The Carnegie Insti- 
tute and Library are known throughout 
the world. The University of Pitts- 
burgh ranks among the leading colleges 
of. the country. Other educational in- 
stitutions include Duquesne University 
and the Pennsylvania College for Wom- 
en. The Mellon Institute for Industrial 
Research is unique among institutions 
for industrial education. The Bureau 
of Mines experimental station is here 
also. 


Recreational clubs include the Pitts- 
burgh and Oakmont Golf Clubs and the 
Allegheny Country Club. 

Other points of interest are Block 
House, Penn Ave. at 34th St.; birth- 
place of Stephen C. Foster, composer of 
“My Old Kentucky Home”; Museum of 
the Historical Society of Western 
Pennsylvania, Parkman Blvd.; and 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Memorial Hall. 

An excellent bird’s-eye view of the 
city may be obtained from Mt. Wash- 
ington.

A north and south route across the 
center of the state, connecting Buffalo 
and Rochester, New York, on the north 
with Washington and Baltimore on the 
south, via Williamsport and Harrisburg. 
(See Key Map on front cover for com- 
plete route.) This route is over im- 
proved highways throughout its entire 
length, practically all of the portion ly- 
ing in Pennsylvania being of concrete, 
with a few short stretches of bitumi- 
nous. This route is marked by a figure 
“4”, on the state highway markers 
throughout its entire length in Pennsyl- 
vania, and also in New York from the 
Pennsylvania state lines northward to 
Rochester.

Lehigh valley. From Allentown to 
Reading, and thence to Harrisburg, is 
across rolling and rich agricultural 
country.

settlers. The settlement was named 
Milford, but subsequently changed to 
Newark, in honor of Reverend Pierson, 
who had received his ministerial orders 
at Newark-on-Trent, England. 

Newark was the home of Seth Boy- 
den, one of our country’s earliest and 
most renowned inventors. Here in 1819 
was made the first patent leather pro- 
duced in this country. It was also the 
first city to produce malleable iron, 
celluloid, and a locomotive which could 
travel up grade.

It was while there that Washington 
wrote several important papers, among 
them his famous “Farewell Orders to 
the Army of the American Revolution.” 

There are many colonial homes in 
Princeton of historic interest, includ- 
ing: “Morven,” built between 1701 and 
1709, the home of Richard Stockton, a 
signer of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, and at one time the headquarters 
of Lord Cornwallis; “Constitution Hall” 
where the first draft of the Constitution 
was made; “Tusculum,” the country 
home of Rev. John Witherspoon, an- 
other signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence; “Battlefield Farm,” the Qua- 
ker home where the wounded American 
General Mercer was cared for until he 
died; and many others.

Look up the number of the route on 
the map, and thereafter simply follow the corresponding num- 
ber on the poles. 


If you want a map of the area north, south, east or west 
of a particular page, do not bother even to refer to the key 
map. The numbers of pages showing adjoining areas are 
always given on the margin of the page. 


Pages are arranged in grids, like a checker board, and 
are numbered from left to right down the page. 


Note that pages over-lap. Every town shown adjacent 
to the margin of a page is repeated on the page showing the 
adjoining area.

houses are owned by the occupants, 
said to be the highest percentage of 
any large city in America. 

In addition to its importance as a 
seaport for foreign and coastwise ship- 
ping, and as a wholesale distributing 
point, Baltimore has important manu- 
facturing industries, including pig iron, 
steel, copper, cotton and woolen cloth- 
ing, pork and beef packing, oil refining, 
shipbuilding and repairs, tin cans, 
canned goods, fertilizers, chemicals, 
drugs, and many others. 

Baltimore is favorably situated to 
receive both the products of the farm 
and of the bay, and is therefore a great 
food market, with a noteworthy system 
of public markets. 

Founded in 1729-30, and named after 
the Lords Baltimore (Sir George Cal- 
vert and Cecilius Calvert), as part of 
the colony first founded at St. Mary’s, 
1634, by Leonard Calvert (brother of 
Cecilius Calvert), the first Governor of 
Maryland. 

The British fleet attacked the city 
in 1814 (War of 1812) and were re- 
pulsed in the battle of North Point. 
During the bombardment of Fort Henry 
at the entrance of the harbor, Francis 
Key, an American imprisoned on a 
British vessel, composed the now fa- 
mous song, “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.’ The fort is now preserved as a 
national park.

The first blood of the Civil War was 
shed here when a mob of Southern 
sympathizers attacked the 6th Regiment 
of Massachusetts volunteers on their 
way through the city en route for 
Washington. Two soldiers and nine ci- 
vilians were killed and many wounded, 
the city subsequently being placed un- 
der military control, and the mayor 
and other suspected citizens impris- 
oned in Fort McHenry. 

The Continental Congress held its 
sessions in Baltimore from December, 
1776, until March, 1777. 

Baltimore is a great center of medi- 
cal research, Johns Hopkins Hospital 
having an international reputation. It 
is also a noteworthy educational center 
as the seat of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, Goucher College (for women), 
University of Maryland, Peabody In- 
stitute, and the Maryland Institute of 
Art and Design. 

Many important conventions which 
have made history have been held here. 
Three Presidents of the United States 
received their party nomination here,
